Hoping to fill the seat that will be 
vacated when Judge Henry Zaborow- 
ski retires in November 1998, Brian A.

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Children's "SmokeScream" Echoes 
Through Capitol Dome, Cory School 


When hundreds of Michigan school 
children stood on the Capitol steps in 
Lansing last month to scream their pro- 
test against the use of cigarettes and 
other tobacco products, their voices 
were echoed here in Romulus by Cory 
Elementary School students who also 
wanted to participate in the American 
Cancer Society's Great American 
SmokeScream. 

State Senator Loren Bennett (R- 
Canton Township), who cosponsored 
the event in Lansing, joined the stu- 
dents at the Capitol as they demon- 
strated their commitment to staying 
smoke-free and encouraging others to 
do the same. 

"Of all daily smokers, close to 80% 
began smoking before they were le- 
gally able to buy cigarettes at age 18," 
Bennett said. "It is wrong that the to- 
bacco companies use advertising to 
target young people in their relentless 
pursuit of new smokers. Therefore, it is 
important that young people have a 
voice — aloud voice — in saying that this 
type of advertising will no longer be 
tolerated.” 

Joining Bennett at the Smoke- 
Scream and pledging his support was 
the Director of the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Community Health, James K. 
Haveman, Jr. 


"We will aggressively continue to 
educate children on the dangers of 
smoking," Haveman stated. "Not only 
will we encourage them to quit, but we 
will also urge them not to start this 
deadly habit in the first place.” 

Bennett is sponsor of Senate Bill 
341, which would ban all tobacco ad- 
vertising on Michigan billboards. The

1995 Michigan Adoption Law Allows 
Birth Family Members to Reunite

Adoptees and their birth parents 
have an effective, but little Known, op- 
tion that enables them to be reunited if 
they so desire. Anew State law that was 
created in 1995 allows adult birth family 
members to petition the court to search 
for and locate their birth parents, adult 
birth siblings, or adult adopted child. 

The law, introduced by Senator 
Bouchard, reflects lawmakers’ under- 
standing that birth family members of- 
ten desire to locate each other. This law 
requires courts to appoint a confidential 
intermediary to review the closed file, 
search for the individual(s) in question, 
and contact them discreetly and confi- 
dentially to ascertain whether they are 
willing to release any information about 
themselves or meet or communicate 
with the former family member. It also 
allows for the release of identifying in- 
formation in the event that the former 
family member is deceased. The new 
law is a good one in that it allows birth 
family members who wish to be re- 
united to make contact, while also re- 
quiring respect for privacy. 

The Michigan Probate Judges As- 
sociation has sponsored training that 
most judges require in order to be eli- 
gible for appointment as a confidential 
intermediary. As one such intermediary 
serving Michigan courts, | have found 
that many birth family members are not 
aware of how effective this new law is. 
By the time | speak with them, many 
have searched on their own for years. 
Others may know of the change, but 
don'tknow whoto contact because they 
are not sure where they were adopted. 
| advise adoptees to check with the 
probate court in the county where their 
adoptive parents lived at the time that 
the adoption took place. Birth parents 
can ask the agency that they worked 
with at the time. 

Birth family members ask many 
questions when | contact them. It's evi- 
dent that these people have been in 
painfor years. The birth parents always 
wondered if their child was safe and had 
a happy life; the adoptees want to know

about their heritage and their medical 
history. | have been able to locate at 
least one formerfamily memberin100% 
of my cases, and, 98% of the time, the 
person contacted agrees to some form 
of contact with his/her family member. 
To the credit of those who do not wish to 
communicate, they are almost always 
willing to exchange photographs and 
medical history information. _ 

| believe it's especially importantfor 
confidential intermediaries to have a 
strong respectfor a//parties to the adop- 
tion. To this end, a confidential interme- 
diary must sometimes be creative in 
helping birth family members, | have 
arranged for post office boxes and pro- 
vided telephone cards for adoptees or 
birth parents to allow privacy when they 
are not ready or able to share their 
interest in the former family member 
with their spouse or adoptive parents. 
Although | encourage everyone to be 
honest with their loved ones, | also 
recognize that such honesty is not al- 
ways possible. 

| encourage everyone with ques- 
tions about the new law to contact their 
local probate court.
